Numbers of Foreigners (not having paſſed any 
Examination, and very ignorant in the Profeſſion) 
do daily Set up, and exerciſe the Trade of an 
APOTHECARY, within the Limits of 
the Charter; to the Damage of the Sick, and 
Prejudice of the Members of this Company. 


AND it being conceived, That the ſaid Grievance doth chiefly 

f proceed from the Liberty lately taken by the Members of this Society, 
to employ Foreign Journey-Men and Servants, at ſmall Wages, without 
firſt bringing them to be Examined , and their Names Entred at the 
Hall, according to the Ordinances. | 


THEREFORE for Remedying the ſaid Abuſe, and Preventing - 
the many Miſchiefs that may ariſe by the Ignorance and coafficienc 
of ſuch Journey-Men and Servants, 3 | 
IT is Ordered ; That no Member of this Society do, or ſhall at 
any time hereafter, take or retain as his Journey-Man or Servant, to 
be Employed in his Trade, any Perſon not having duly Served his 
Apprenticeſhip to a Free-Man of this Company; until he ſhall have 
Preſented ſuch Journey-Man or Servant to the Maſter and Wardens 
for the Time being, at one of the uſual Monthly Courts, in order to 
be Examined touching his Skill in the faid Profeſſion; and until 
he ſhall be Approved by Them, and ſuch Approbation Signified 
under their Hands; and the Agreement to be Entred by the Clerk, 
according to the Ordinances: And that on Neglect, or Refuſal, the 
Penalty of 53 s. 4 d. for each Month ſach Journey-Man or Servant 
+ ſhall be ſo kept, ſhall be ſtrictly required, and on Non-Payment be 
Sued for; without farther Order. 


HA before ſuch Apptobation given, each Journey-Man ſhall 
enter into a Covenant, not to Set up, or Exerciſe: the Trade of an 
APOTHECART within the City of LONDON, of Seven. 
Miles Compaſs thereof. |
